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In making up the cost of supporting the paupers at the County 
Farm, it has been the practice heretofore to include as one item 
the interest at 6 per cent. on the actual cost of the real estate, 
which, with improvements and additions that have been made 

since the original purchase, amounted to $53,237.01, March 1, 
1878. Inasmuch as there has been a large depreciation of values 
within the last few years, it is believed that an expenditure at this 
time of, say $40,000, would furnish accommodations equal to 
those now at the Farm, and this item has been accordingly 
reduced. The increased cost of supporting the Paupers for the 
last fourteen months over the twelve months next preceding is 
accounted for as follows :—rst. Owing to the ravages of the 
potato bug and the severe drouth that prevailed during the latter 
part of the season, the potato crop fell off last year from the year 
before some 1300 bushels, and this deficit had to be supplied by 
the purchase of other articles of food, at a cost of at least $1000. 
znd. The inventory of personal property fell off several hundred 
dollars in the items of hay and grain, by being taken this year 
two montlis later in the season than a year ago. 3rd. The 
number of paupers supported at the Farm for the fourteen months 
last past has averaged about 20 less than the year before, thereby 
increasing the cost per capita, as many of the expenses of oper- 
ating the Farm are necessarily the same, whether the number of 


paupers supported be greater or less.

In presenting our twelfth annual report, we desire to state as 
concisely and succinctly as possible a few points for the consider- 
ation of the people of the county. At the last session of the 
Legislature a law was passed making it obligatory for the Commis- 
sioners of all the counties to take an inventory and close their 
reports on the 30th of April. In the past there has been no 
uniform system in this matter—the time at which the report 
should be made having been optional with the Commissioners— 
some counties closing their reports on Feb. 28, others on April 
30 of each year. While there is no doubt whatever that such a 
uniform plan is a great improvement over the old method, for it 
enables the tax payers to determine whether their affairs have been 
as economically and judiciously administered by their representa- 
tives as by the Commissioners in other counties, yet in the present 
instance it will work disadvantageously with us, for our report is 
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for a period of fourteen months, and as a result it will decrease 
our inventory from that of last year, and, in addition, such a 
change prevents all comparison of relative expenses with the report 
of last year or any other year covering a different period of time, 
which is a far more essential point for the people of this County 
than to know what is being or what has been accomplished in 
other counties. The cost per capita for the support of the pau- 
pers at the Farm this year is $1.52 per week, an increase of 22 
cents over that of last year. When this result is compared with 
the cost in some other counties ; when it is remembered that the 
yield of potatoes, which is an essential article of diet here, was 
small, owing to the severe drought andthe ravages of the potato 
bug; when it is understood that the average cost of support for 
the ten preceding years was $1.60 per week, we believe that a 
favorable showing has been made. In this report has been 
incorporated, in accordance with a law passed last June, not only 
the number, as has been the case in preceding years, but the 
names and the number of weeks of every pauper that has been 
supported at the Farm. 

Among these names it must be remembered that there are not 
a. few who have been sent here from the police courts—it having 
been left optional with the individual whether he would become 
incarcerated in jail or serve his sentence at the Farm. In every 
such instance there has been a saving to the County, for every 
individual so sent has more than paid the cost of his support in 
labor, and at the same time supplied the place of help that it 
would have been necessary to have paid for. The majority of 
those who have been inmates of the County House throughout 
the year are old and infirm persons, but at the same time it is 
true that there are some, who, if they chose to be good citizens, 
might support themselves ; and yet, in every such case, they more 
than pay their board in labor. ‘To cultivate the number of acres 
that are owned by the County, and which are needed to raise prod- 
uce necessary for the support of the paupers, help is needed, 
and if these few are so blind to their own interests as to labor for 
their board, then it is a profitable and economical arrangement 
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for the County, for otherwise it would be absolutely necessary to 
supply their places by hired help, for little assistance in such a 
direction could be rendered by those who are old, infirm or im- 
becile, and at the same time if they were not here the greater 
part of their time would be spent in jail at a constant ex- 
pense and outlay to the County without any equivalent rendered 
to the tax payers. Such persons can be supported at a much less 
relative expense at the County Farm than at the jail. 

It was confidently expected, and with good reason, that the 
amount of money the Commissioners recommended last year be 
raised for County expenses would be ample for ordinary expen- 
ses and probable contingencies, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that their expectations would have been realized had it not 
been for unforeseen contingencies. As a result of a change made 
in extending the time of making up the report, by the last Legis- 
lature, it has been necessary to meet the expenses of the last 
three terms of Court, and ordinarily the County has been obliged 
to pay for only two terms each year. In addition to the usual ex- 
penses attending Court, the County has been compelled this year 
to pay for the trial of John Q. Pinkham for murder. The expen- 
ses of that-case alone amounted to upwards of $2000. ‘The ex- 
penses of jury alone were $1050. In past years the tax payers 
have been paying at the rate of 6 or 7 per cent. per annum on 
their notes. During the year that has just elapsed these notes 
_ have been called in, and we have negotiated loans with parties at 
the more favorable rate of 5 per cent. per annum. It has long 
been apparent that the means of escape from the main building 
in case of fire were altogether inadequate, but by reason of the 
fact that more pressing changes were demanded about the Farm 
calling for an expenditure of money, and with the desire to keep 
all expenses at the lowest possible figure, this has been neglected 
from year to year. 

During the last Spring an efficient and yet inexpensive fire es- 
cape has been placed on the southerly end of main building. It 
is easy of access to all—old and young—and it is difficult to see 
now how any accident or loss of life could happen in such a con- 
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tingency. Outside it is connected with second and third stories, 
and within by a flight of stairs extending to fourth story. 

The small barn located south from the main barn has been re- 
paired and remodeled. It has long been in an unsuitable con- 
dition for use. The expense attending this improvement has 
been a bout $500. In its present condition it will prove useful 
for a variety of purposes. School has been’ kept at the Farm 
36 weeks during the last year, and the attendance has averaged 
about 40 pupils. The scholars are taught the English branches, 
-and they have manifested a commendable degree of proficiency. 
It is doubtful if any of the money expended for County expenses 
is more judiciously applied than in providing the children of such 
as are inmates with an education. One of the chief factors in 
producing criminals and paupers is ignorance, and there are 
many reasons to believe that with the opportunities these children 
possess here for an education they will become good and 
useful citizens, of benefit to themselves and to the community, 
rather than a disadvantage. Miss Caswell, during the year, as 
for several years past, has been instructor of the school and from 
personal supervision we can commend her for her faithful teach- - 
ing and excellent discipline. Last year a wood lot was purchas- 
ed for $2co. During the winter months this wood was cut by the 
inmates of the almshouse. By this purchase, and by utilizing 
labor that would not otherwise have been employed, there was a 
saving in the item of wood of about one-half of what it would 
have cost provided it had been cut all ready for use. 

Last year we noted in our report the advantages the County 
derived pecuniarily from the erection of the Asylum for the In- 
sane. Another year’s observation has confirmed our opinion, 
and convinced us that the money expended in its construction 
could not have been more profitably used. Every apartment is now 
occupied, and.had it not been constructed there would have been 
no other alternative than to send the insane to Concord at a large 
and constant outlay to the County. Religious services have been 
held frequently during the year in the school-room at the Farm 
by the clergymen of Dover and neighboring towns, and Mr. Mel- 
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len, who is a visitor at the almshouses of the different counties of 
the State. We are indebted to all these gentlemen for their gra- 
tuitous services. The Commissioners have repeatedly commend- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Caswell for their judicious and economical man- 
agement, excellent discipline and care of those under their super- 
vision. We can unhesitatingly and without any mental reserva- 
tion reiterate what we and our predecessors have already said of 
them. Without making any invidious distinction, we believe 
there is no almshouse in the State more ably or frugally managed 
than this. The position of Superintendent or Matron of an alms- 
house is not in any sense a sinecure. To manage the unruly 
without disturbance ; to attend to the calls and wants of the old 
and infirm ; to conduct the affairs of so large an establishment 
indoors and out well, demands peculiar talents, and such as those 
in charge here have. 

The Medical Department since April 1, 1878, has been under 
the charge of Charles A. Fairbanks, M. D., who brought to the 
discharge of his duties a thorough professional education, and his 
faithful and efficient treatment of his patients is entitled to, and 
has, our unqualified commendation. 

Samuel J. Smith has been keeper of the County Jail, and that 
portion of his duties which have come under our supervision 
have been discharged to our entire satisfaction.

Physician’s Report. 


CoMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD CouNTY -:-—-—Gentlemen, 


I have the honor of presenting the following report for thirteen 
months, ending April 30, 1879: 

I have made, during the thirteen months, 158 professional visits 
at the county farm, and attended many other cases within the 
limits of the city. ; 

Acute Disease. ‘The number of acute cases has been quite 
numerous. In the spring of 1878 there was an epidemic of 
measles. Forty children and one adult being attacked, all of 
whom recovered. ‘There have been cases of pneumonia, pleurisy, 
diarrhoea, cholera morbus, apoplexy, dysentery, bronchitis, con- 
vulsions, hemorrhage from the lungs (fatal), rheumatism, con- 
junctivitis and gonorrhcea. 

In some of these cases the disease was contracted away from 
the farm, and brought to the hospital for treatment. Some re- 
quired little care, while others were quite serious and demanded 
much attention. 

Chronic Disease. It must be remembered that the majority of 
the inmates of this institution are old and infirm when they be- 
come domiciled here. Many are afflicted with disease and are 
compelled to come here from this cause, and such require con- 
stant looking after, that their condition may be made comfortable ; 
the services of a physician are needed as much for this 
reason as any other, and the calls upon the medical attendant 


r 
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in this way are many. There have been cases of consumption, 
dropsy, abdominal aneurism, varicose ulcer, cancer of stomach, 
syphilis, paralysis, chronic bronchitis, scrofula and cystitis. All 
of these were diseased in this way before becoming inmates of 
the institution. 

Obstetrics. |'There have been four births during the year. All 
of the cases terminated favorably. Two of the children were 
legitimate and two illegitimate. In each case but one the moth- 
er was sent to the farm after she was far advanced in preg- 
nancy. 

Surgery. There have been no operations performed during 
the year. Early in the year one of the inmates of the asylum in 
attempting to escape jumped from the upper story of that build- 
ing and fractured one of the small bones of the foot, but recov- 
ered without deformity. There has also been a case of fracture 
of the ulna followed by a good result. 

Sanitary condition. The sanitary condition of the institution 
could hardly be better. Although the ventilation is not in every 
respect what it should be, yet this condition arises not from lack 
of attention, but from causes that can not be controlled; the 
buildings are excellently located and the cellars are always dry 
and well drained, so that the dangers of disease arising from this 
cause are nominal. ‘The inmates are compelled to bathe fre- 
quently, their clothing is changed often and the floors of the in- 
stitution are scrubbed several times each week to prevent any 
tendency toward disease from lack of cleanliness. 

Insane. ‘There are thirty-four insane and idiotic persons con- 
fined in the asylum. Of these, twenty-five are insane and nine 
idiotic. Of the. former there are no cases that bid fair to im- 
prove mentally. | 

The asylum is clean and well ventilated, and it is difficult to 
see how such persons could be made more comfortable at so 
small a relative expense. 

The Matron is indefatigable in her efforts for those who are ill 
or in suffering, and no better attention could be given to those in 
distress if they were of her own kith and kin. Iam indebted to 
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her constantly for her assistance to me in my labors.
